JOINING THE ARMY 


Opportunities That Are Open to 
| the Enlisted Man. 


HIS PAY AND HIS PROSPECTS. 


Even as a Private He Can Run Hie 
Salary Up to $35 a Month, and as a 

| “Noncom” He Can Double That and 
In Time Retire Rich ana Pensioned. 


There are muny opportunities open 
to the man who enlists in the Onited 
States army avd weurs the uniform | 
of Uncle Sam with honor to bimself | 
and bis country. he pay is good, tbe 
food is good, and the cbances for ad- 
Vancement are bumerous. it is up to 
the individual mun bimself to make 
goud and to take advantage of the | 
situation. 

Writing ip the Columbian Magazine | 
on army affairs, Edward Marsball in 
discussing the stutus of the enlisted 
man says: 

Summarized, this is what a man 
who thinks of marching for, his Uncle 
Samuel as an enlisted man has to con- 
sider: 

On first enlistment the soldier for 
Old Glory nowadays gets $15 a month, 
far better pay, for instance, than the 
average clerk's, for board, lodging and 
clothing are furnished by the govern- 
ment. If he qualifies as marksman 
he adds $2 to bis pay; if as a sbarp- 
sbooter he gets $3 in addition; if as 
apn expert rifeman a full third more. 
Thus be may at once get $20 monthly 
cash and found if he is abie and keeps 
busy. 

if he enlists as a musician he gets 
$21 monthly to start off with, the 
highest “rookie’s” pay. in the signal 
corps, the hospital corps and the en- 
gineers’ corps first class privates get 
618 monthly, and second class privates 
get $15. 

Opon enlistment every man is-allow- 
ed $83.70 for his uniforms, etc., and 
afterward $13.54 twice annually. At 
Jeast one-half the men save mouey on 
their clothing allowunce, which is more 
than ample. Privates’ pay increases 
$3 a month for each three year en- 
listment. An expert rifieman who 
mever gets to be a petty officer, there 
fore, can run bis pay up, with good 
conduct and iutelligence, to $35 a 
montb and all bix necessaries “found” 
fin five enlistments covering fifteen 
years, 

Noncommissioned officers are taken 
from the ranks vp recommendation of 
their company or troup communders 
and are often given their posts upon 
their first enlistments. These men are 
Trevily well paid A sergeant major is 
allotted to eacb regiment. He receives 
$45 monthly when he ts appotuted and 
$41 additional per wonth each time be 
re-enlists. Kegimeutal commissary ser 
geants, regimental quartermaster’s ser- 
geants and the three bartalion ser 
geants in each regiment get the same 
high pay. “Each compuny bas a first 
Bergeuut at $45, with an increase of 
$4 upon re-enlistments; a second ser 
geant at $36, with $4 increase for each 
re-eplistment; a corporal at $18, witb 
$3 each for re-enlixsiments. The gov- 
ernment acts as banker for the sol- 
diers, too, if they desire to bave it. and

i. Parker urst came as a student 
at the Royal Academy of Music in 
London, —.d while stuaying music be- 
came an ardent first-nighter at tea 
tre and opera. Of his many friends 

| in those days was Sir Herbert Tree. 

| “} remember one famons first 
night,” says Mr. Parker, “av ihe Ly 
ceum when we stood before the pit 
entrance from ten in the morning ib 
order to see Irving as lago, Booth a- 
Othello, and Ellen Terry as Desde 
mona. The crusn was terrific, and 
just before opening time an old ven 
tleman immediately in front of me 
fainted. As there was no other way 
of getting him out, we hauled him 
over the people's heads.” 

But Mr. Parker did not waste hi- 
time at the Royal Academy of Music 
Shortly after leaving, he was made 
Director of Mus.c at Sherborne 
School. Here he got through an enor 
mous amount of musical composition, 
and he was also responsible for the 
erection of a “model theatre’ on the 
site of a barn. 

It was in this little theatre that Mr 
Parker’s first play was performed. lt 
was called ‘‘A Buried Talent,” and 
had quite a romantic interest. Mr 
Parker nad given the manuscript to 4 
iveal man to be printed. 

The late Norman Leslie one day en- 
tered the printer's little shop, saw the 
play, took it to his lodgings, and then 
found the author, with whem he mad: 
arrangements for its immediate pro 
duction. Mr. Leste, however, disay 
peared, and for long nothing furthe: 
was heard of “A Buried Talent, unt 
one day Mr. Parker received a lette:

Justice Stewart handed down 
‘last week his decision in the suit of 

thé province of Alberta against the 
Alberta & Great Waterways Com- 
pany, the Royal Bank of Cansda, 
the Union Bank of Canada, the 
Merchants Bank of Canada, and 
the Canada West Construction Co. 
for $7,400,000, proceeds from the 
sale of A, and G. W. bonds guar- 
anteed by the province. The de- 
cision is in favor of the govern- 
ment of Alberta. 

The judgement covers twelve 
sheets of typewritten paper and 
contains about 5000 words. It 
takes up the argument of the coun- 
sel for und against, and in the de- 
cision declares the money now 
held by the courts and on deposit 
in the RoyahBank, should be turned 
over to the province 

There is $6,000,000 held by the 
Royal Bank. 

An appeal wil] be carried to the 
Supreme court of Alberta en banc 
by the defendauts. ‘ 

It is pointed out that the Royal] §% 
Bank does not loose the money as 
the suit was not against them but 
against the Alberta and Great 
Waterways Railway company and 
they merely held the money on 
deposit.

200 "Turkeys Wanted 


Despite the use of metal lath 
and patent methods of interior 
finish. wooden Jath production a- 
mounted to eight hundred and fif- 
ty-two million pieces, worth one 
million, nine hundred and and for- 
ty-three thousand dollars in Can- 
ada during 1910. This information 
has been obtained from. statistics 
compiled by the Dominion Forest- 
ry Branch which show that nearly 
thirty million more lath were pro- 
duced in 1910 than in the year be- 
fore. but that owing toa decrease 
in the price per thousand, the total 
value of the industry was  thirty- 
five thousand dollars less. Two- | 
fifths of the total was cut in Outar- 
io. which province increased its 
1909 production by fifty-seven mil- 
lion or nearly twenty per cent, New 
Brunswick, the second province in 
impo tance, inercused its proport- 
jion of the total from one fifth to 
|one quarter, by cutting sixty-two 
million more than last year. The 
Lorodsiaglon of latos in Quebee and 
British Colambia during 1910 was 
considerably more than in 1909, a- 
mounting with Ontario and New 
| Brouusw c¢ to ninety-four per cent 
of the total. The remaining five 
provinces cut smaller amounts, 
und with the exception of Alberta, 
each shewed a decrease from the 
amount produced in 109, The! 
javerage price of laths in 1910 was 
| $2.25 per thousand or 16 cents less 
than in 1909, The price varied 
considerably between the different 
provinces, British Columbia laths 
being $1.66 per thousand, while in 
‘Prince Edward Island the price 
was $2 67.

Synopsis of Coal Mining 
Regulations 


OoaL mining rights of the Dominion in Mani 
toba and Saskatchewan and Alberca, the Yu 
ton Territory, the North-West _ Territories and 
British Columbia may be leased for a term of 
wenty-one years at Anannuai rental of $1 an 
acre. Not more than 2660 acres will be leased to 
one applicant. 

\pplication fora lease must be made to the Agent 
ar Sub-agent of the district in which the rights 
applied for are situated. 

In surveyed territery the land must be describ- 
od by sections, or Jegal sub-divisons of sections 
and in unsurveyed territory the track applied for 
shall be staked out, 4 
h Applicasion must be accompanied by a fee 
of $ which will be réfunded if the rights applied 
for are not available but not otherwtie A royalty 
shall be paid on the merchantable out put of the 
mine at the rate of five cents per ton, 


The person operating the mines shall farnish 
the Agent with sworn returns, monthly, aecount- 
ing for the full quantity of ental eon- 
mine and pay the royalty hereon. ll he oa) 
mining rights are not osing operated, such rel 
turns should be furnished at least once a year, 

The lease will include the coal mining thts 
only but the lessee may be permitted to pure! 
whatever available surface rights may be con- 
siered necessary forthe working of the mine 
at the rate of $1u.00an acre. 

The Minister may reserve for an applicant the 
coal mining rights under 2,560 acres of contigu 
ous lands for two years. Application for such 
right must be made to the Agent. Fee $100.00, An 
expenditure at the rate of $1.an acre per annum, 
in prospecting by recognized methods, must be 
incurred.
